"That the .Secretary of the Treasury 


shail require all owners or agents of 
sites in each city mentioned JD this 
Act, 
where sites or additions to sites 


are to be purchased, to submit otters 
of sale iu writing. And iu ca^e a site 
or addition to * site acquired under 
tbe provisions of this Act contains a 
building or buildings, the Secretary 
of the Treasury is hereby authorized. 
in his discretion, to reut until their re- 
moval oecomes necessary such of said 
buildings as may be purchased by the 
Government, or the land on which the 
same may be located, where the build- 
ings are reserved by the vendors at a 
fair rental value, the net proceeds

of this Act shall be bounded upon at 
least two sides by streets, unless other- 
v.-i^e specifically provided.

sites, provided for iu this Act, respect- 
ively. shall be inviredjtby public ad- 
vertisement in one of the newspapers 
of said cities, respectively, of largest 
circulation for at ieast twenty days 
prior to the date specified in said ad- 
vertismeut for the opening of said pro- 
posals. Proposals made in response 
to said advertisement shall be mailed 
and addressed to the Secretary of tbe 
Treasury, who shall then cause the 
said proposed sites, and such others as 
he may think proper to designate, to 
be examined in person by an agent of 
the Treasury Department, who shall 
make written report to said Secretary 
of the results, of said examination aud 
of hi.-? recommendation thereon aud 
the reasons [therefor, which shall be 
accompanied by the origiual proposals 
and all maps, plats aud statements 
which shall have come into his pos- 
session relating to the said proposed 
! sites. 
:-That ali buildings authorized to be 


constructed, enlarged, or extended un- 
der the provi.ious of this Act shall. 
unless otherwise provided herein, be

"It is a «ujall matter the hauling of 


mail from tbe train [\o the Postoflice. 
What does count, however, is the 
loading and unloading of mail and 
getting it into the hands of the people 
for whom it is intended at the earliest 
moment possible. 


"Every cent of the appropriation of 


$25,000 is available (or the purchasejof 
a site with the small exception of tbe 
cost of tbe advertisement and 
the 


traveling expenses ol the agent which 
should uot be in excess of ^100. Under 
no circumstances will the Treasury 
Department consider a site which is 
not on the intersection of two streets.

To describe an ideal modern citi- 


zen DOW is at best to make a guess 
and a suggestion as to what must be 
built in reality by the efforts of a 
thousand minds. 
But be will be a 


very different creature from that In- 
different, well-behaved business man 
who passes for a good citizen to-day. 
He will be neither under the slave 
tradition nor a rebel, nor a vehement 
elemental man. Kssentially he will be 
aristocratic; aristocratic not in 
the 


ppnse that he has slaves or class in- 
feriors, because probably he will have 
nothing of the sort, but aristocratic in 
the sense that he will feel that the 
state belongs to him and Ike to the 
state. He will probably be a public 
servant; at any rate he will be a man 
doing some work in the complicated 
machinery of the modern community 
for a salary and not for speculative 
sain. Typically he will be a profes- 
sional man. I do not think the ideal 
modern citizen can be a person living 
chiefly by buying for as little as he 
can give and selling for as much as 
he can get; indeed, most of what we 
idolize as business enterprise, I think 
he will regard with very considerable 
contempt. 
Rut then I am a Socialist 


and look forward to the time when the 
economic machinci~y cf trie commu- 
nity will not be a 11s !rl for private en- 
richment
